W ell some way I managed to get 
my horse saddled, harnessed my park 
then 1 went over and helped load the 
; kitchen onto a wagon. They called for

j quarters and 1 was sent over there. 

I By this time things were livelier 
than ever and several of the boys at¬ 
tached to the camouflage officers of 
our regiment had been wounded and I 
was called to drive an automobile or 
a motorcycle, this was an extremely 
good job but it didn’t last long. 

We were in the battle there for a 
few days and then they shot us up 
on the Chateau Thierry front. I was 
driving the automobile here and had 
an excellent opportunity to see the 
country and I sure saw a few things 
that made me open my eyes. Right 
here is where 1 was gladder than ever 
that I was on the Allied side and not 
on the side of the Boche. 

The artillery barrage or shell fire 
of the Uoches’ is very feeble compared 
with that of the Allies. The Boche 
shell only a few cross-roads and main 
highays while th> Allies shell every¬ 
thing that is slielluble and some things 
that a person would think never 
would be touched. 

1 w as in Chateua Thierry about 26 
hours after the Boche had left it and 
it certainly was a wreck. The Boche 
had rifled everything that they could 
and blew up the town as they left. 

The most pitiful thing that 1 have 
yet seen is the small town of Yaux, it 
was completely torn down and not 
hardly a wall of a building left stand¬ 
ing. A person could find anything 
from a baby carriage to an automobile 
or from a needle to a threshing ma¬ 
chine. Everything was wrecked and it 
was all a person could do to climb 
through the main streets. 

Our headquarters were at La Feite 
for a few days. It is a very pretty 
city, situated on the banks of the 
Marne. Before the war this town was 
resort and some of

London.—"For each absolute casual¬ 
ty the Australian army has sustained 
in its fighting In France It has taken 
three German prisoners.” 

That was the statement made re¬ 
cently by Maj. Gen. Charles Rosenthal, 
commander of the Second Australian 
division He was a brigadier general 
in command of the Australian forces 
which relieved General Carey’s nonde¬ 
script forces before Amiens and stop¬ 
ped the German drive.

"I had been in a hospital three days, 
having been gassed, when I was or¬ 
dered to take charge of the Australian 
brigade sent down from the north to 
the Amiens sector.” General Rosen¬ 
thal said. “General Carey’s forces 
were about worn out. The Germans 
were preparing a new blow against 
them. They could not have held. When 
the blow fell and the Germans found j 
they were up against fresh Australian 
forces they ceased the attack. They 
never gained a yard of ground In sub- j 
sequent attacks. 

Took German Trenches. 

“It was open fighting. There were i 
no elaborate trench systems, although i 
the men dug in.
